The Honor List Sires 1932 


“Marathon” Noses Out King Sweet 


HECKING up on the sires of the Honor List point- 
C winners of 1932, by use of the scale of points shown 

on page 7 of our April 22 issue, we find two sires way 
out in front—Marathon Bess Burke with 267 points and 
King Sweet with 239. Both scores are considerably higher 
than have ever before been made by any sire on fat alone, 
even when short-time records were counted, and only on 
rare occasions has any sire beaten either of these scores 
even when points were allowed for milk production. 

All of the point winning daughters of Marathon Bess 
Burke were bred by Stephen E. Chaffee, Sunnyside, Wash.. 
who purchased “Marathon” at the John Erickson Dis- 
persal in 1924, when the bull was six years old. After some 
years of service in this herd he went to Adohr Stock Farm, 
Reseda, Calif., together with a large number of his daugh- 
ters, and it is these daughters at Adohr that account for 
his wonderful showing, together with four others that 
Mr. Chaffee sold in the East, these four piling up a total 
of 99 points in the herds of Dunloggin and Wimbledon in 
Maryland and Detroit Creamery in Michigan, ten of his 
daughters at Adohr scoring the remaining 168 points. 

King Sweet was the bull that Mark Keeney selected 
to head the Overbrook Herd at Essex County Hospital, 
Cedar Grove, N. J.. when he took charge of that herd some 
ten years ago. His eleven Honor List daughters, scoring 
a total of 239 points. were all born and developed at Over- 
brook and all but one of them were bred there. He is still 
living and in limited service at just fourteen years 
old. 

The leading sire-son combination of the year is King 
Sweet and his son, King Sweet Lothian, followed by eight 
different pairs headed by Marathon Burke 
tenth place, King Sweet and King Sweet 4th. The only 
other sire-son pair with over 100 points is last year’s 
leader, Ormsby Sensation 45th, and his son, Newmont Mu- 
tual Ormsby Lad.

Marathon Bess Burke heads the five leading three-gen- 
eration groups of the year and as usual, King of the 
Ormsby heads the only four-generation group. The lead- 
ing group of sire with all his sons is headed by King Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Piebe, largely due to the high score of his 
son, Marathon Bess Burke. The six sons of K. P. O| P 
have a total of 426 points. In second place is ‘‘Marathon” 
with a total for himself and eight sons of 374 points, fol- 
lowed by King Sweet and his two sons with 327 points. 
Sir P. O. M. 37th, who has led in this catagory for the past 
two years is crowded down to fourth place this year with 
a total of 313 points for his fourteen sons, but he has the 
distinction of having more sons making the Honor List 
than any other sire and it might also be pointed out that 
most of the point-winning sons of ‘“‘“Marathon” are out of 
daughters of “37th’’.

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Why I Boost Holstein Milk III

setting the bottles of milk in the hallway, their 

kitchen door opened and the happy-faced father said 
“Come in Strickland, we want you to see the baby.” I 
went in. Such a sight I never again want to witness. 
There was the little mite receiving its bath; spindling legs, 
ribs showing in tiny corrigations; the little “mummied” 
head. Sad sunken cheeks, depressed temples with welts 
of greenish-blue veins running through them. The entire 
body listless and most pathetic. A serious case of mal- 
nutrition which with medical aid they had been months 
trying to correct with various modified milk formulas and 
baby foods. 

One week later—ten days after taking Holstein milk, I 
saw the baby again. All she had on was little socks. The 
mother enthusiastically said, “We've just weighed her; in 
ten days she has gained 15% ounces. Isn’t that just too 
wonderful?” I certainly agreed. Well folks, I watched the 
growth of that baby for several years. She certainly be- 
came a beautiful girlie, and today a delightful and as beau- 
tiful a young miss as one might care to see. However, 
there is a lot between these lines I have not told. For 
some reason they changed the pediatrician who had first 
recommended our milk, and strictly against the instruc- 
tions of the succeeding doctor, that baby was fed Grace- 
land Grade A Raw Milk exclusively. 

Three months after the birth of their baby boy, a ro- 
bust young couple drove up to the farm one Sunday morn- 
ing. Their doctor had told them to get Grade A Raw milk 
from Holsteins, and if possible from our Graceland Herd. 
They too lived several blocks from my regular delivery 
course, but I took them the milk after learning their story. 
This baby weighed less than it did when born. Its mothers’ 
milk ceased to secrete after the third day, and she was a 
strong, buxom girl at that. Canned milks, baby foods, 
modified formulae had all failed to maintain growth. 

Last year I gave 57 movie picture lectures on the pro- 
duction of Grade A Milk in the interest of our Grade A 
Raw Milk Producers Association of Rhode Island, Inc., and 
the movie scenes of this dear little man, then just three 
years old, never failed to draw much favorable comment 
from mothers in our audiences. 

Graceland Holstein milk has fed “incubator babies” on 
two or more occasions so successfully that today one 
young woman and one young man are the admiration and 
wonderment of all who see them and learn their story. It 
brought up three sets of twins in a fine Polish family, so 
that in our public schools they rate near perfection, an 
extremely difficult thing to attain in anything. 

Whenever I could influence others—particularly phy- 
sicians—to feed Holstein milk without dilution—just as it 
was, in smaller, more frequent feedings, the results have 
always been as I expected they would be, greater nutri- 
tional development than when they were being fed diluted, 
or modified milk. I learned of three little folks, the oldest 
about three years, and the youngest 16 months of age 
that were being cared for by the local Salvation Army Day 


O: Sunday morning, three days afterward, while ] was 


Nursery. The two oldest ones were serious cases of mal- 
nutrition; no matter what method of feeding had been 
adopted they failed to respond—seemed at a _ standstill. 


The baby’s body was quite covered with small sores sug- 
gesting a form of eczema. 

I promised Commandant Brown, that if she would feed 
these children our whole milk as we produced it, without 
even boiling it the customary three minutes that I would 
glady donate milk until each of the children showed im- 
provement or were cured of their present conditions. Being 
a sensible woman, she was quick to grasp the reason why 

wanted the milk fed this way, and we started in with 
the milk. 
I am thinking of the old days before the Food & Drug 
Laws of Federal Government and States, when all one 
needed to do was to read the testimonials on patent 
medicine circulars to affect a cure—they were so miracu- 
lous, that they should have been unbelievable. but thou- 
sands of sufferers set much store by them. As a druggist 
many years ago, I used to sell these wonderful (?) nos- 
trums. So when I tell you of the curative results in the 
three cases above mentioned, or any of the many, many 
other instances, some of them even more marvelous, I 


hardly expect others to believe me—yet what I have 
stated is true. Within a week, Commandant Brown assured 
me of considerable improvement, The milk was being 
retained; no vomiting or diarrhoea in any of them. Dur- 
ing the next few weeks amazing results were in evidence, 
while the baby became clear of skin, was growing lustily, 
when its parents moved away, taking it with them. The 
good people at the nursery still talk about these babies. 
There is no question in my mind but that the properly 
balanced, soft-curd Holstein milk brought these happy 
conditions about. 

One more, and I will bring these Holstein milk testi- 
monials to a close. Whenever there has been opportunity 
for Holstein breeders, or breeders of other dairy cattle, to 
testify in favor of our breeds’ milk, they all say, “Yes sir, 
Holstein milk is certainly good for babies.” As breeders 
we are quite likely to defend our attitute in producing milk 
by mentioning its superior qualities for feeding babies, 
as though we were sure it wasn’t so good for feeding 
adults. For every “baby case” where Holstein milk has 
proved ultra beneficial, I believe that I can match it with 
an equal number of instances wherein adults suffering with 
plain starvation, nervous indigestion, gastric ulcer or other 
ailment, have been as surely benefited, as were babies. 
Here’s the one more. 

A retired business man of our city had been for several 
years treated and dieted by specialists for some gastro-in- 
testinal disorder of exasperating and painful type. He 
telephoned me about Acidophilous milk, saying that he had 
been obliged to live on it for the previous three months, 
that it seemed to do some good, but was expensive, could 
I instruct him how to make it in his home, or how differ- 
ently could he do to save expense. 

As he was an old client of mine, I asked him about 
the quality of milk he was receiving at his home. He told 
me how good it was, but I frankly told him that for the 
purpose it was too rich and “heavy.” After telling him 
this, I suggested that he substitute fresh, soft-curd Hol- 
stein milk in every quart of which was to be mixed six 
ounces of powdered milk-sugar, and take that in place of 
the Acidophilous milk. I believed he would find it more 
effective than the cultured milk he was paying 35c a pint 
for. He did this, buying the milk from a local herd of 
pure bred Holsteins. 

In about two weeks he called me on the telephone to 
say that he immediately began taking milk from the Green 
farm of my friends, G. H. & B. H. Brow, had bought 
several pounds of milk sugar, but did not find he had 
saved any money in the change, but he happily remarked: 
“That is a great prescription, I haven’t felt so well in 
years.” That was two years ago. Today he is as en- 
thusiastic about that “prescription,” as he was when he 
telephoned me. 

Perhaps one may say, “why credit this to Holstein 
milk?” ‘“‘Wouldn’t milk from any other breed do as well?” 
All that I can say to that is, “no, in view of my rather ex- 
tended experience, wherein I have observed that our 
breed's milk agreed with patients, when other milks failed, 
and that in the case in question he had been using othe 
breed milk before starting on Acidophilous milk, which as 


I happen to know, was cultured from a different breed's 
milk.” His physician did not think to direct his taking 
additional milk sugar; this of course, would make some 


difference, but in my opinion, not enough to account for the 
splendid results he obtained from the combination. 

My explanation would be the more readily digested 
milk due to its soft-curd, while the presence of the added 
milk sugar guaranteed a sufficiently increased amount of 
lactic acid to correct the putrefactive intestinal condi- 
tions—and this of course, was the prime reason why a milk 
cultured with special strains of lactic acid micro-organisms 
had been originally prescribed by his physician. 

My experience has truly been so extensive and varied, 
with children and adults alike, who having failed in ob- 
taining nutritional satisfaction from taking other breed 
milks, but who responded so splendidly when they changed 
to our breed milk, that I could not help but be convinced 
of its superior qualities.

RT and I hated to tear ourselves away from Mary- 
A land, but we were somewhat consoled by the 

prospect ahead of us—visits to Winterthur, 
Overbrook, Osborndale, Quon-Quont, Newmont, Mount 
Victoria and Raymondale. Paul came along as far as 
Winterthur because, as he said, it was easier to show 
us the short cut routes than to explain them to us, but, 
of course, no one turns down a chance to visit Winter- 
thur when opportunity offers. I never can get used to 
the absence of that wonderful main dairy barn, follow- 
ing the fire. Reconstruction has been delayed, but we 
understand Col. duPont is soon to take advantage of 
current low building costs and replace the structure on 
a somewhat smaller scale. In the meantime, the cattle 
are more or less scattered about the smaller units on 
the estate, but they continue to do business. The whole 
testing program is now on a Class C basis, but some of 
the best records ever made on the farm are now in 
progress——well over 800 Ibs. fat on 2-time milking— 
just convert them to a Class A basis and you will see 
what we mean—over 1,200 lbs. fat. They have over 
fifty cows and heifers on test in this division. The herd 
has been reduced to just under 200 head, because of the 
lack of housing accommodations for more. Since my 
last visit in September, old Bess Johanna Ormsby has 
cashed in. What an influence she has had on this herd— 
and the breed—through her numerous sons. Only one 
of them is left in service at Winterthur—‘Great’’—and 
he promises to go right on where ‘‘Boast’’ left off, which 
is high praise. Two sons of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch 
are also in heavy service—-one out of Royal Ormsby 
(1,040-lb. fat daughter of King of the Ormsbys) and 
another out of Winterthur Ormsby Fluna (800-lb. fat 
2-year-old daughter of king of the Ormsbys). This last 
bull is a top show bull right now. The first daughter 
of the Royal Ormsby bull had just calved and promises 
well for the future work of this sire. Many of the great 
old breeding cows still remain in the herd—daughters 
of King of the Ormsbys, ‘‘Boast’’, ‘‘Best’’, ‘‘Dad’’, ‘‘Dag- 
an’, “‘Duobess’’, ete., which have given Winterthur the 
distinction of winning first place in the annual Honor 
List five out of the past seven years. Mr. E. J. Hum- 
phries, who has been in general charge of the herd 
since Russell Danks left a year ago, has been with the 
Winterthur organization for about 17 years, as we recall 
it, coming first to built the barns and staying on to man- 
age the entire farming operations. He is doing a good 
job of it with the herd as well as the farms under his 
direct responsibility. Incidentally, I am glad to say 
that a choice consignment for the World’s Fair National 
Sale was selected. 


OVERBROOK 


It was very fitting, after leaving the herd that led 
the Honor List for five straight years, that our next 
stop should be at the herd which placed first during the 
year just closed——Overbrook. It was so hard to tear 
away from Winterthur that it was well into the evening 
before we arrived at Overbrook. As always, however, 
the first business is a tour of the barns under Mark 
Keeney’s intelligent and well informed guidance. The 
story of Overbrook’s great showing in the Honor List 
was published last time, so we will not go into that 
again here—-but it was especially interesting in going 
over the herd to have these winning record-makers 
pointed out—-Speckled Segis (1,044 lbs. fat), fourth 
place aged cow in A; Essex Pontiac Sweet Lothian (728 
Ibs. fat in 10 months), first for 10 months and second 
for the year in C; Essex Korndyke Sweet (Reserve All- 
American 2-Year-Old) 518 lbs. fat at 3% years, second 
high in C for ten months; Essex Riverside Beauty Sweet 
(599.8 Ibs. fat), first four-year-old in C for the year. 
In Class C, Overbrook placed one or more animals in 
the Honor List in every age class for both 10 months 
and the year. As most of them carried ‘‘Sweet’’ in 
their names, it will not come as a surprise to our readers 
to find this old fourteen-year-old herd sire second among 
the sires of the year. He certainly has given this herd 


production from end to end. ‘“Suzone’, who works 


along with King Sweet, is likewise doing a good job, 
his young daughters now milking up to over 90 Ibs. 
North Star Jim Dandy, of Moscrip breeding, has no 
daughters in milk, but his calves look like the best 
bets of the lot for size and substance along with char- 
acter. Mark Keeney, in the ten years he has been build- 
ing the Overbrook herd for the County of Essex, has had 
a definite goal to aim for—and his marksmanship has 
been excellent. The whole herd is now in the Herd 
Test. 


OSBORNDALE 

It had been nearly a year since last I visited Mrs 
Kellogg’s Osborndale Farm at Derby, Conn. Few herds 
are progressing as fast right now as this one. The 
show ring results and the records they have been com- 
pleting, suggest this conclusion but it takes a visit to 
the farm to really appreciate it. Fred Nichols is doing 
a swell job of managing, as the condition and general 
appearance of the outfit quickly demonstrates, but it’s 
equally evident that they have something to work with 
They have type that has been able to hold its own in 
the big-time competition—they have production—and 
they have probably the highest testing large herd of ou: 
breed in the United States—-better than a 4% herd av- 
erage. The milk is retailed at 16 cents a quart in Derby 
and adjoining Ansonia, and state tests from random 
street samples show well over 4% without standardiz- 
ing or mixing with any other breed. 

Art Petersen raised the question as to what other 
herd has four sires of a quality to equal the four Os- 
borndale sires—Sir Bess Ormsby May, Sir Piebe Inka 
May Fayne, Skylark Hengerveld Butter Boy, and 
‘“‘Joash’’. I was unable to answer his question off-hand 
Perhaps Carnation, but certainly few herds are so well 
fixed with sires that are actually doing the trick. Sir 
Bess Ormsby May (maternal brother of Sir Inka May) 
is certainly stepping out through the work his daughters 
are doing. He leads the Connecticut Proven Sire Index 
Program with an index of 16,903.7 lbs. milk, 4.21% fat 
695.9 lbs. fat on a 305-day Class C mature equivalent. 
Figured to a 365-day Class B basis, it makes a figure 
too big to print. His daughters, in addition to their 
high test and heavy production, are splendid in type. 
particularly in udder. Here is a bull to watch. Sir 
Piebe Inka May Fayne (900-lb. fat son of Sir Inka May). 
has rather held the spotlight through the show ring 
winnings of his offspring, but his daughters will have 
to step lively if they equal Sir Bess Ormsby May. ‘“‘Sky- 
lark’’, himself, an All-American winner, sired the Re- 
serve All-American Senior Yearling Heifer of last year. 
and his youngsters here are very promising. The same 
is true for ‘‘Joash’’—his calves ring the bell—-but none 
are yet old enough to be in milk. ‘“Joash’’ is a son of 
Sir Bess Ormsby May, from Bess Fobes Homestead, a 
sister of May Walker Ollie Homestead, and had Honor- 
able Mention for All-American 3-Year-old this past year 
They are now running seventeen on test in Class B. 
and three in Class A—-and will have something inter- 
esting to report here a little later. Floss Rag Apple 
Pontiac, Connecticut’s only 30,000-lb. cow, is still look- 
ing fine and she can look up to her famous daughter. 
the Flora calf that was Reserve All-American Heifer 
Calf last year. She has continu2zd to grow and is bred 
to freshen soon after the show season ends. Mantup 
Pietje Bess Ormsby (1,127.1 lbs. fat) second place winner 
on the Honor List last year in Class A, was soon due to 
freshen. She is almost undoubtedly the biggest cow of 
the breed—-2,400 lbs. at last calving. She measures 97 
inches around the heart. Since we were there she has 
dropped a bull calf by Sir Bess. Just figure up that 
average! Lady Ormsby Fobes Educator (1,041.9 Ibs 
fat) is one of the especial pets of the place. Two of 
her sons are in the herd, and as they are so well equipped 
with bulls, the older son is going to the World’s Fair 
National Sale. Both sons are sired by Sir Bess Ormsby 
May. A consignment quite representative of what they 
are aiming for at Osborndale will accompany this bull.

HE annual Canadian National Sale was held at the 
[exnibition Grounds April 26, and resulted in the sale 

of 50 head for a total of $8,662.50 or an average 
$173.25 straight through. The quality of the offerings re- 
flected great credit upon both the consignors and R. M. 
Holtby, sale manager, who made the selections and while 
the prices paid were in no sense extravagant, a noticeably 
better price level prevailed in general, and the result was 
highly pleasing and encouraging. The high spot of the sale, 
of course, was the famous Mount Victoria champion, Piek 
Spring Pabst Countess Johanna; best known daughter of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. This great cow with her four- 
year-old record of 930 lbs. fat and an average test of over 
4% for the year, has been twice a first prize winner at the 
Royal Winter Fair and is the only cow that has ever beaten 
Triune Papoose Piebe for championship honors since 
Papoose reached maturity. Just ready to freshen sale day 
by the service of Montvic Chieftain (‘son of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst out of Triune Papoose Piebe), she stood out 
as one of the really great cows of the breed judged from 
any angle, and there are few cows of the breed today who 
rate with her as an individual. Doubtless the most out- 
standing feature of her conformation is her udder which 
approaches the True Type about as closely as we have 
ever seen on a mature cow. Opening at $200, Clarence 
Bollert raised her to $500 and there were bids all over the 
house until she approached the $1,000 mark, after which it 
was a battle between Harry O. Norris, of Wimbledon 
Farms, Annapolis, Md., the ultimate purchaser at $1,200, 
and Hon. George S. Henry, Premier of the Province of On- 
tario, who is building one of Ontario’s good Holstein herds 
on his farm just outside of Toronto. The crowd gave both 
bidders a lively hand when Auctioneer Lorne Franklin's 
hammer finally fell. Mr. Norris took five head altogether, 
the next highest in price to the Countess cow being Spring 
Farm Jean, a beautiful two-year-old soon due from the 
consignment of J. M. Fraser, Streetsville, Ont. This is a

daughter of Bruach Nig, top cow of last year’s National 
Sale, soon to go on test at Elmwood Farms. She milked 


up to 105 lbs. on two-time milking last year. The heifer 
cost $250. Second high price for females was $275 for 
Springbank Queen, a daughter of Highland Re-Echo 
Sylvius out of a daughter of Pioneer Snow Korndyke, con- 
signed by T. R. Dent and purchased by I. B. Kellam, 
Weston, Ont. She has an 800-lb. fat record as a three-year- 
old and is about half way along on a four-year-old record 
which promises to beat her three-year-old performance. A 


cow of great dairy character, she was in very thin condi- 
tion. which apparently cut many dollars off her selling 
price. Her two-year-old springing daughter by Soo Canary 
Finderne, also consigned by Mr. Dent, was taken at $210 
by Hon. George S. Henry, who took five of the tops of the 
sale, including Mount Victoria’s entry, Elmcrest Tensen 
Mechthilde, due soon to Johanna Rag Apple Pabst him- 
self. This is a full sister to the two-year-old that Elm- 


wood purchased last year for $425 in this sale. Mr. Henry 
also took third highest priced female in the sale, a Walter 
Jones entry, Albegweit Zilpha, an extremely flashy junior 
‘earling heifer prospect for Canadian shows this year. Her 
dam, Princess Rocharm, has been a Royal winner herself 
and her daughter has that certain something that no judge 
can overlook. The price of $260 came after the most 
spirited bidding contest of the afternoon, Clarence Bollert 
being the contending bidder. 

Top price in the male section was $525 
consigned by J. Walter Jones and purchased by M. L. 
McCarthy, Lonsdale Farm, Sussex, New Brunswick. This 
youngster, Abegweit Paul Abbekerk, in his new home may 
be counted on to make further history as he is a bull of 
wonderful substance along with outstanding dairy tempera- 
ment and shows remarkable promise.

Milk Prices Advancing 


OPE for a living price for milk producers is gaining 
H ground. In New York, a Milk Control Board, headed 

by Commissioner Charles H. Baldwin, is now ac- 
ively functioning in this direction and first action of the 
Board was to “put a bottom” under the milk market and 
eliminate the price cutting tactics that have so thoroughly 
demoralized the fluid milk market in this section. Some 
dairy groups are demanding a price of 314 cents a quart at 
the farm and while it is probably too much to hope for this 
level during the immediate period of flush production, sub- 
stantially better prices are currently forecast. 


In Wisconsin, the State Legislature did not go quite so 
far in extending price fixing powers to a state board or 
commission but have given the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture authority to regulate unfair trade practices in this 
industry. An announcement late in April was to the effect 
that a 15% increase in the general level of farmer’s milk 
prices had already been secured. 

Radical elements in both states are threatening strikes 
unless wholesale prices above cost of production are put 
into effect at once. We can see no justification for this 
attitude as a general policy. There is no justification 
either in equity or common sense for guaranteeing cost of 
production to every producer regardless of the efficiency 
with which his business is conducted. Such a program 
would positively insure so great an over-production that 
the whole effort would be bound to collapse by its own 
weight in attempting to find a market for all of it. With 
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economic conditions as they are, there is a definite limit 
above which retail prices cannot go without materially re- 
ducing the amount of consumption. The surplus produc- 
tion has always been the big problem and drag on general 
milk prices and it will continue to be so until some prac- 
tical method can be devised to control it. 

Producers have a legitimate complaint against the 
spread that exists in the large cities between the whole- 
sale farm price of milk and the retail price delivered at 
the consumer’s door. The big milk companies with heavy 
capitalization are still able to show earnings satisfactory 
to the stockholders, although operating on a reduced 
spread through certain economies. They should go farther, 
however, but claim that many items in the cost of retail 
distribution are beyond their immediate control through 
contracts with the highly unionized drivers and other em- 
ployes, and likewise high freight rates which are driving a 
great deal of the milk business away from the railroads 
and on to the highways with tank trucks. 

We are not yet at the root of our troubles in the milk 
business, but there is hope that we are making some 
progress in that direction. 


Bull Indexes 


Ek have been reading with much interest the articles 
W >: Prof. Rice, of Massachusetts. in the Guernsey 

Breeders’ Journal on the subject of “Bull Indexes.” 
In these articles, Prof. Rice, who is a nationally recognized 
authority on the science of genetics, compares the Mount 
Hope Index, the Gifford Index, which has been adopted by 
the American Jersey Cattle Club, and an Intermediate 
Index, which is exactly the same system as that which the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America has adopted. 

Prof. Rice has made a detailed study of the three 
systems on a list of sires representing all four of the lead- 
ing dairy breeds, computing their index based on the rec- 
ords of their first ten daughters under each of the three 
systems and then comparing this with the actual produc- 
tion of their later daughters. The twenty sires included 
in the study have a total of 865 daughter-dam pairs and 
in predicting the production of the 665 later daughters 
from the work of the first 200, the Intermediate system 
proves to be slightly superior to the Mount Hope Index and 
quite materially more accurate than the Gifford Index as 
a basis of predicting what a sire will do. In addition, the 
Intermediate system has the very practical advantage of 
being less complicated to use as it gives the dam and sire 
equal credit, while the Mount Hope Index in its original 
form requires the use of some rather complicated decimals. 

The Intermediate system was suggested to the Board 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association by Supt. Norton on 
account of its greater ease of use and application, and this 
change was made with the approval of Mr. Prentice and Dr 
Goodale, sponsors of the Mount Hope system. It was per- 
haps a mistake to continue to call this revised system the 
“Mount Hope Index” if the Mount Hope Index, as used by 
others, is to be continued on its original basis. 

In the Round Table section this week, we present a 
letter from Jim Hays. of Michigan, commenting on this 
subject and offering the suggestion that the index system 
adopted by the Holstein-Friesian Association should be 
called either the “Norton System” or the “Intermediate 
System,” depending on the facts as to original authorship 
of this idea. 

To the Mount Hope people goes: all credit for originat- 
ing and publicizing the Bull Index idea, an idea which is 
of undoubted value in intelligent breeding if properly used 
with full recognition of its limitations. We would be sorry 
to see all credit taken away from the originators, although 
from our observation we are glad to say that we believe 
Col. Prentice is much more interested in having the idea 
adopted and used generally by breeders for the improve- 
ment of our dairy cattle breeding methods than he is in 
securing any particular credit or recognition for himself 
We like Prof. Rice’s term “Intermediate” in describing the 
system we are using as most descriptive as well as im- 
personal. 

The Index idea, which was adopted for our Associa- 
tion by the Board last December, is not receiving as rapid 
acceptance by our breeders generally as we had expected, 
perhaps because it is based entirely upon Herd Test rec- 
ords and is accordingly available for use thus far by such 
a comparatively small proportion of our breeders. The 
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much larger number of breeders who are building their 
breeding operations on Advanced Registry records rather 
than the Herd Test may have in the back of their heads 
a feeling that they are surrendering certain advantages 
that their present records have given them. The final 
practical answer of the problem, however, still lies some- 
what in the future. 


The Canadian National Sale 


HE report of the Canadian National Sale, appearing on 
another page of this issue, makes heartening reading. 


The general average of $173 for fifty head, while not 


extravagant, is highly encouraging as compared to the 
general level of prices that has been prevailing for the 
past eight or ten months.

Farms, Md., to Mount Victoria Farms, Quebec. for the top 
cow of the sale, the sensational Countess, inbred daugh- 
ter of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, twice a Royal first prize 
winner, conqueror of Papoose on one occasion and with a 


four-year-old record of 930 lbs. fat with a 4% test. Our 
congratulations are extended to Mount Victoria on their 


courage in putting up such a cow as this for public auction 
appraisal, and even more so to Mr. Norris on securing such 
an addition to the foundation breeding herd he is getting 
together. The price is the top figure that has been paid for 
females at auction in our breed since the Hargrove & 
Arnold Dispersal in February 1932. 

The general feeling of those in attendance at the Cana- 
dian breeders’ sale was one of distinct encouragement over 
the results. We feel that this spirit promises auspiciously 
for the results of the World’s Fair National Sale in June 
with its distinguished line-up of offerings.

T the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress back in 1929, 
A in commenting on the class of twenty-one two-year- 
old heifers, the World said, “It is safe to say that 
never before has there been a class of two-year-old heifers 
like this one,” and then we went on to describe the ten 
money winners down through to a little black two-year-old 
daughter of Marathon Ormsby Fobes in tenth place for 
Ernest F. Sloan, Ellendale, Minn. Her name was Ellen- 
vale Bonheur Ormsby Posch 3d 1128658. This class was 
won by Netherland Belle Homestead, with Mountain Ash 
Colantha Ormsby in second place, Holwis Beauty in third 
place and Marathon Ormsby Fobes Champion. another 
daughter of Marathon Ormsby Fobes, in fourth position. 
Two vears later, Ellenvale Bonheur Ormsby Posch 3d 
came out again at Waterloo as a “dark horse” entry from 
Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Il, who had acquired her in 
the meantime, and was the sensation of the show, not only 
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winning the four-year-old class but going through to grand 
championship here, duplicating these honors a couple of 
weeks later at the Silver Anniversary National Dairy Ex- 
position, after which she calmly returned to the Elmwood 
test barn and went on to the completion of her junior four- 
year-old record of 898 lbs. fat, 27,150.2 lbs. milk. 

Ellenvale freshened again in the spring following her 
brief but sensational work on the show circuit in 1931, 
milked up to over 100 lbs. a day on three-time milking but 
was not run on test, her owners desiring to get her into 
good condition to show throughout the season that fall. 
She milked so heavily, however, that in spite of all efforts 
to the contrary, she was very thin on the circuit and did 
not carry the bloom that distinguished her the previous 
year. She went through the season with only a single set- 
back, taking grand championship at Illinois and Wisconsin 
State Fairs, and also at the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress. At Minnesota, the Femco star, Lady Pride Pontiac 
Lieuwkje, world’s champion for combined milk and butter, 
placed over her in class and went through to All-American 
honors on this winning, Ellenvale taking Reserve All- 
American honors in the aged cow class. 


Now Ellenvale is in the news again. She freshened 
several months ago with a bull calf that is just the sort 
that would be expected from the mating of a cow like 


Ellenvale to a bull like King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje. She 
is again milking over 100 lbs. a day on three-time milking, 
but the big news is that both Ellenvale and her son are 
being consigned to the World’s Fair National Sale by Elm- 
wood Farms. Elmwood, just outside of Chicago, felt a 
special interest in the success of this national sale event, 
and told Art Petersen he could take his pick of the herd, 
outside of the herd sires, and Queen Bessie, and the result 
is a draft of four All-Americans and one Reserve All-Ameri- 
can, headed by Ellenvale Bonheur Ormsby Posch 3d. The 
appropriateness, therefore, from a news standpoint of our 
selection of Ellenvale’s picture for our cover this week 
will be unquestioned.

E. M. Clark, director 
of Extension Service, who had the project in charge for 
our breed, advises that the James Manufacturing Company 
has now decided to drop the whole plan because of the 
apparent lack of interest in this proposition by the dairy 
industry, and also because it appears that the proposition 
was taking on too much of a commercial aspect.

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THE “NORTON” INDEX 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

3ecause publication occurred in the “Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Journal’’ many Holstein breeders will not know that 
we Holsteiners have the best bull index afloat, in the judg- 
ment of Prof. V. A. Rice, head of the Animal Husbandry 
Department, Massachusetts State College. 

Prof. Rice, who is a well known geneticist, does not say 
anything about the bull index that Supt. Norton recently 
published. But his system of indexing, which he calls the 
“Intermediate Bull Index”, is exactly like the one that Supt. 
Norton used. 

After reading Rice’s articles, published in April num- 
bers of the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, we come to the 
conclusion that the Norton Index is O. K. in every way— 
except in name it should not be labeled “Mount Hope”. 
The simon-pure Mount Hope Index system is based on a 
theory that high milk production is dominant over low 
milk production, whilst low fat per centage is dominant 
over high fat percentage. Prof. Rice says of this theory 
that it is “unproved scientifically and (is) unwiedly from 
a practical standpoint since it necessitates the use of the 
factors .4286 and 2.333 in arriving at the bull’s milk index, 
and the factors 1.5 and .6667 in arriving at the bull’s butter 
fat percentage index. 

Supt. Norton shied off trom these fancy factors and 
the unproved theory—and worked out an index of which 
he says in his opening chorus to his valuable article pub- 
lished in the March 25 issue of the World, “the sire and 
the dam are credited with contributing equally to the in- 
heritance of the offspring and it becomes an equal parent 
index.” 

Therefore, since the index system we have been given 
through Supt. Norton’s office is not the Mount Hope Index 
system, I believe our system should be re-named. If Supt. 
Norton worked up the plan himself, what can be a better 
name than “The Norton Index’’? 

Or, if Supt. Norton got a pointer or two from Prof. Rice, 
we might adopt the Rice name “T’he Intermediate Index’. 

Or, we might drop the “Mount” and retain the “Hope”, 
for, as Prof. Rice points out, “We can never expect the 
bull index to take the place of bull sense.’’ We hope that 
“used sanely the bull index should greatly expedite the 
creation of a more profitable lot of cows.” 

Prof. Rice in concluding his able and convincing article 
expresses the following hopes for a bull index (preferably 
his, or shall we say the Norton Index?) “Certainly, the 
breeder should get some sort of records on all his pro- 
ducing cows. This is the first and greatest need ... We 
should consider the production level of the dams, because 
if this is very low or very high, we are apt to get a some- 
what distorted picture ... A bull’s index does not attempt 
to say in itself what the bull’s daughters will produce, but 
when used in conjunction with the average production of 
the cows to which the bull is to be mated, it does predict 
what the daughters will produce on the average ... The 
index does not attempt to predict what the individual off- 
spring of an indexed bull, and a cow with a record, will 
produce The index is useful for predicting what a 
group of daughters will produce but not what any one in- 
dividual will produce.” 

Prof. Rice points out that we should consider what per- 
centage of daughters exceeded dams in both milk and fat, 
we should consider differences in environment of dams 
and daughters. These vital points do not appear in the 
cold summary of a published bull index. The first point 
might be written into the records, but you could hardly 
expect to have any particular bull’s index adorned with a 
bed-time story as to how his daughters lived at the straw- 
stack whilst their sleek mamas glutted themselves in a 
palatial barn, and “That’s why my index is so low!” 

Truly, the index figures as published, plus all the con- 
tributing factors that you can get knowledge of, are going 
to be good guides in sire selection. Buying a young bull 
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out of a sire indexed satisfactorily for the level of your 
herd production is much more apt to bring satisfactory 
results than the old system of buying the best type son of 
the highest record dam that you could locate—or afford. 

Now that bull indexes (or indices) are added perma- 
nently to our Holstein business, not that our system is in 
accord with the one evolved by a nationally known gene- 
ticist and author, now that we admit it is at present im- 
properly nemed, how about christening ours “The Norton 
Bull Index’’?

SOME ASPECTS OF MILK MARKETING 

During the early history of America, as colonists came 
to settle here, they brought over whatever cows happened 
to be at hand. It was well along in the last century before 
we had upon our farms anything other than the nonde- 
script cow which was a result of these early careless and 
indifferent importations. 

In Great Britain they had principally the Jersey, Guern- 
sey, Ayrshire, Devon and Milking Shorthorn. In Switzer- 
land, the Brown Swiss and in Holland the Holstein-Frie- 
sian. 

We might perhaps have developed a dairy breed of our 
own by patient and painstaking effort, successfully em- 
ployed by other countries. But we wisely decided to 
utilize these animals developed for many centuries by 
European breeders, and so we freely and gratefully ac- 
knowledge our great indebtedness to them for having 
taken advantage of their achievements. 

As these pure bred cattle were imported, registration 
associations necessarily were developed and to this ad- 
vanced registry and other tests have added immeasurably. 

From the standpoint of the public this work is im- 
portant in bringing about vast improvement in more and 
more efficient cows and a better and better product. This 
means cheaper food and an economic saving in which all 
our people are interested. 

The history of MHolstein-Friesian cattle started over 
2,000 years ago in Holland. The people lived with them, 
slept and ate with them and made them their pets. Selec- 
tive breeding and care during the century following has 
developed this large, strong, docile and vigorous breed of 
cattle. And their production of milk and butterfat is the 
largest of any breed. 

In Holstein milk the fat globules are small in size and 
for this reason the milk is more easily digested, especially 
by infants, children and invalids. For this reason it has 
better keeping qualities and stands transportation without 
as much churning or depreciation. The fact that we have 
more pure bred Holsteins than all the other’ breeds 
evidence of this popularity. 

I quote from the late Dr. Thomas Morgan Rotch of 
Harvard University. In his textbook, “Pediatrics”, 
“The Holstein breed has been developed by practical 
dairymen. The first aim of Holstein breeders has been 
to develop a large, healthy cow with a milk production to 
correspond. Many people fail to take into consideration 
the value of vigor and vitality in a cow. Who would 
select a small, undersized and weak nurse for the infant 
and expect the child to thrive and grow strong 
vigorous on her milk?” 

Prof. Carlyle of Wisconsin Experiment Station says: 
“There can be no question but that the vitality of milk is 
closely associated with the vitality of the animal producing 
it. Strong, vigorous cows such as Holsteins are animals 
that are bound to be required for this purpose. Physi- 
cians recognize the importance of-:a strong vital tempera- 
ment in the human mother, and I do not see why it does 
not apply with equal force to cows.” 

And again Dr. J. H. Kellogg, Medical Director of the 
Battle Creek Sanitarium, in his book, ‘Autointoxication’’, 
says: “It seems to be pretty well settled among those who 
have had considerable experience in milk feeding that an 
excess of fat is decidedly injurious, lessening digestibility 
and encouraging intestinal putrefaction. Holstein milk 
contains a liberal supply of sugar, and the smaller amount 
of fat is a decided advantage. For many years the only 
milk employed for table use in the feeding of patients in 
the Institution under the writer’s supervision (Battle 
Creek) has been that supplied by a fine herd of Holstein 
cattle.” 

These facts about Holstein cows are not new. Back in 
1909, Hon. Julian Mack, President of the Milk Commission 
of Chicago, said in their anual report: “Holstein milk ful- 
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fills most completely all the requirements when the food 
of infants and invalids is under consideration.” 

As Holstein breeders we contend that the depth of the 
cream, line in whatever milk desired is simply a matter of 
mathematical calculation and manipulation of machinery. 
Thus we have a 3% milk, 3.5%, 5, 10, 20, 25, 30, 40% as 
desired. 

Moreover, the true test of a dairy cow is which will 
produce the most milk, cream, butter, cheese and other 
milk products and beef, for every pound of food consumed. 
The fact that 80% of the milk in the New York Milk Shed 
comes from Black and White cows, both pure breds and 
grades, bears evidence of the popularity of the Holstein 
breed. 

As President of Onondaga County Holstein-Friesian 
Club, Inc., I desire to file this affidavit. 

In conclusion I desire to stress the fact that the in- 
tegrity of the various breeds and the purity of their strains 
must be maintained in the interest of an economic saving 
to the public at large and that a mixing of the breeds will 
undo in a large degree what has taken a vast amount of 
work and capital to accomplish and cause a deterioration 
resulting in great and irreparable loss, and to stress and 
urge 

1. That a price be brought about for the producer rea- 
sonably comparable with the cost of production, including 
labor. 

2. That a fair arrangement be worked out for the pay- 
ment of butterfat, taking into account the value of the 
solids and minerals, casein and other chemicals, conver- 
tible into milk products, in setting the base price, before 
the price payable for the remaining butterfat be fixed on 
a fair and equitable basis, 

3. That standardization be authorized to the end that 
the public may have the amount of cream they demand in 
the milk furnished from any breed.

DRIED BEET PULP 
Editor, Holstein Friesian World: 

Reports are coming from many sections of the country 
to the effect that many dairymen are running low on their 
supply of hay, due to a short crop last summer, while 
reports from other sections of the country indicate that 
the supply of silage is nearly exhausted. 

This is the time of the year that is often designated as 
being between hay and grass, and it is the time of the year 
when dried beet pulp demonstrates one of its most popular 
advantages. 

Nearly thirty years ago, the New Jersey Agricultural 
Experiment Station proved by a very interesting test that 
dried beet pulp could be used as a complete substitution 
for silage at a ratio of one pound of dried beet pulp for 
five pounds of silage. and that the cows would produce 
even better on dried beet pulp than they did on the silage. 
This experiment has been repeated by many other authori- 
ties and practical dairymen—today, dried bett pulp is al- 
most universally recommended for use in place of silage 
when the latter is not available. In fact, there are thou- 
sands of dairymen who have abandoned the raising of 
silage as they prefer to feed dried beet pulp. 

This is, therefore a very good time to check up and find 
out if your supply of silage is nearly exhausted and if so, 
to plan on using dried beet pulp in its stead. The dried 
beet pulp does not have to be soaked before feeding. It 
can be fed in a dry form and give just as satisfactory re- 
sults. Soaking the dried beet pulp is only recommended 
when dairymen do not have facilities for furnishing water 
freely to their cattle. 

Some years ago at the Larro Research Farm we con- 
ducted tests to determine the desirability of feeding dried 
beet pulp as a substitute for hay. We found that six pounds 
of dried beet pulp could be fed instead of 9 to 10 pounds of 
hay with the very pleasing results of obtaining an increase 
in milk production. We do not recommend a total sub- 
stitution of beet pulp for hay, for there are some elements 
in hay which are desirable for cattle—but four or five 
pounds of hay per day is sufficient for that purpose. 

If you are running short of hay, we suggest the desir- 
ability of feeding some dried beet pulp instead of hay. 
Dried beet pulp at $25.00 per ton, is to the consumer, just 
as cheap as hay at $17.00 per ton, figuring only on the 
quantity of each that is fed. But when you take into con- 
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sideration the fact of the additional milk produced, which 
will often range from two to three pounds daily—then the 
net cost of the dried beet pulp is materially reduced. 
Furthermore, the health of the animal is improved as very 
often a large quantity of hay fed to a cow will cause con- 
stipation or impaction, whereas dried beet pulp is slightly 
laxative.

been retained for service, along with Man-O-War Chal- 


lenger, an inbred son of Man-O-War. The first calves 
by this latter sire are now coming along and are ex- 
tremely pleasing in conformation. Newmont Mutual 
Ormsby Lad, a son of ‘‘45th’’ that has been in service 
in the John Howard & Son herd at Sherburne, N. Y., 
is also being brought back for service. 
MOUNT VICTORIA 
Up through the Lake Champlain country, and across 
the line into Canada, (no difficulty whatever in getting Art 
through the Customs—either going or coming). At 
Mount Victoria, they are hitting the ball in great shape

We saw at least 100 cows 
above 800 lbs. fat and eight above 1,000 lbs. fat (others 
in progress on test.) We saw an aggregation of great 
sires in service that would be hard to duplicate in any 
other tour of similar length either in miles or days. 
These breeders are carrying on with courage and con- 
fidence in the future. They demonstrated this feeling 
very strikingly in their reaction to Art Petersen’s 
story of the World’s Fair National Sale, with the result 
-that the East will be sending to Chicago in June the 
finest consignment of cattle it has sent to a National 
Sale at least since the St. Paul National in 1920. Breed- 
ers of the Middle West and Far West, we understand, 
are taking the same attitude. Perhaps this is just the 
spark needed to start the Holstein pendulum back on 
its upward swing.

berta, owners of 
well known herds, suffered quite a 
loss last month when six cows in 
their commercial barn were electro- 
cuted in the stanchions. The weather 
had been very severe, causing con- 
densation in the barn. The elec- 
tricity leaked out of one of the 
boxes and followed the damp walls 
to the cement floor, to the water line 
and then to the stanchions, the cows 
making a_ perfect conductor, re- 
ceived the voltage. In the vicinity 
of the dead cows many others were 
down but upon release of the elec- 
tricity got up within a few minutes. 
One of the milkers in the barn at 
the time of the accident was se- 
verely shaken but no ill effects were 
received. None of the Hays show 
herd were in this barn, but among

Madison County, N. Y., was the 
pioneer county of a pioneer state for 
Holsteins in this country. No 
reader of the Holstein - Friesian 
World need be reminded of the 
marker at the Gerrit Miller farm at 
Peterboro, where the oldest Holstein 
herd in America is located. Many 
breeders of Holsteins are residents 
in that favored and fertile region of 
the state. H. H. Jones and Son are 
not far from the Smith farm, but in 
an adjoining town of Nelson, and 
just a wee bit off that famous Cherry 
Valley Turnpike. You follow the 
turnpike to Nelson or Cazenovia and 
they will tell you just how to find 
the Joneses. Mr. Jones is supervisor 
of the town and has been for some 
time. The impression that I had 
from my visit there was that the son 
is doing much in the way of direct- 
ing the work on the home farm now. 
Mr. Jones has been breeding Hol- 
steins for some twenty-five years and 
has the advantage in experience of 
many of the breeders of the state. 


The farm is not so large perhaps but 
it was carrying 56 head of pure bred 
Holsteins when I called there. There 
are one hundred acres in the orig- 
inal farm but another hundred is 
also used. They were just finishing 
the haying at the time of my call 
and Mr. William Jones, the son, and 
the hired man finished protecting the 
huge hay stack while the senior Mr. 
Jones and I talked about farming, 
dairying and _ breeding Holsteins. 
Since the beginning with pure bred 
cattle was so long ago it is no won- 
der that this farm had the first expe- 
rience with tuberculin testing in that 
county. In the early days of testing 
there were some surprises and some 
difficulties to face. It was less easy 
to replace with tested cows, and be- 
fore the trouble had been eliminated 
there were 97 head of cattle that 
went out. There is now on the farm 
one cow, 17 years old, that escaped 
the test, and is still sound, but that 
is the only one. A new herd had to 
be built up. You can’t tell the 
Jonses much about tuberculin test- 
ing that is new. 

The location is pretty near the 
divide across the county, but is on 
the Chenango valley side and the 
slope is towards the south. The 
Smith farm in Smithfield is on the 
lake side. The north side of the

county seems to have the advantage 
in limestone, but there is something 
of the lime content to be found here. 
A few years ago a test was made to 
ascertain if an application of lime 
would prove profitable. The result 
was rather negative, but in recent 
years lime is being used with suc- 
cess, especially with alfalfa. Lime 
has a way of getting itself out of 
active service particularly where it 
is not found in abundance. The 
hay crop that I saw was excellent 
and the quality high. Attention is 
given to the silo, of course, with 
about 140 tons as a result. Corn is 
followed with oats and barley. A 
24 per cent dairy ration is purchased 
and reduced with oats and barley to 
about 18 per cent. 


In the process of farming, seeding 
with the oats and barley is largely 
alfalfa but a quart of alsike and 
two of timothy are mixed with eight 
of Grimm alfalfa. This may be left 
down perhaps three or four years 
usually, but there was one instance 
where the seeding was cut twenty- 


— 











three times in eight years before 
taking it up again. 


In growing up the young stock 
around fifteen to twenty seems to be 
the usual number each year. The 
calves are given a good start with 
new milk, getting to about ten 
pounds a day at six weeks. Soon 
however, dry milk powder, one to 
nine of water, is used, and of course 
grain is not omitted. Much care is 
exercised to get a good start with 
the young calves and the young 
stock generally. That counts greatly 
in the results. It is a family farm 
where hard work counts but good 
judgment in farming as well as in 
breeding are essential. Much study 
had gone to the work of building up 
the herd, and purchase of the right 
sire to head the herd has been out- 
standing. The present herd sire is 
a son of King Bessie Ormsby Pie- 
tertje and was purchased in June, 
1931 at the National Sale when 
eight months old. He is from the 
noted Elmwood herd, Deerfield Ill.
